Fire which started at 4:30 Christ- 
mas morning, from one of three stoves 
on the ground floor of the building 
occupied by Hepburn's Confectionary 


and the Regal Fruit and Meat com-j| 


pany, Jasper avenue west, gutted these 
buildings with contents, the blaze en- 
gaging the attention of the fire de- 
partment for more than four hours. 

Thé burning building whith {fs of 
frame construction,.for several hours 
constituted a menace to one. of the 
Main business sections of the city. 
Five lines of hose were trained on the 
blaze in addition to two pumps, the 
firemen being at a disadvantage ow- 
ing to the adjoining blocks, All ef- 
forts were made to confine the fire 
to the buildings already effected at 
10238 and 10240 Jasper avenue, the 
water pressure luckily being very good 
a factor which was largely responsible 
for the flames not extending to the 
Hudson's Bay company store adjoin- 
ing on the west and property to the 
east of the burned buildings. 

Just what is the amount of the 
damage sustained has not been com- 
puted as yet. 

The insurance carried by Mr. R, B. 
Orser, proprietor of the Royal Fruit 
and Meat company, amounts to §$3,- 
600 and that of Hepburn store not 
as yet known. Charles Hepburn stat- 
ed to the police that he would not 
be in a position to give the total of 
insurance until he had consulted his 
bookkeeper. His loss is estimated at 
over $15,000. 

Me. Hepburn states that he was in 
his store at 12:30 Christmas morning 
and that everything was alright at 
that hour. Mr. Orser stated that he 
visited his place of business at :nid- 
night Christmas morning when every- 
fhing was apparently alright. C. 
Gray, night watchman for Hepburn’s 
stated that he inspected the Hepburn 
premises at 4 a.m, Christmas morn- 
ing and @id not observe any signs of 
a fire at that hour. Half an hour 
later the alarm was turned in by 
Watchman Hugh Steele. Firemen 
from numbers one and two halls were 
in attendance, 

On Christmas afternoon when thou- 
sands of theatre-goers passed in the 
vicinity of Jasper avenue and 103rd 
street, great streams of water running 
along the gutters of both these thor- 
oughfares silently told of the strenu- 
ous battle which the fire boys had 
fought in the early hours of the morn- 
ing. That was the first knowledge 
that many had of a danger which for 
several hours threatened to wipe out 
ene of the best business districts of

West of the Pembina, on the White- 
court branch cf the C. N, R., a new 
country is being developed, Not.new 
in settleemm, for ‘that dates back to 
1908, but new as regards tranaporta- 
‘tion facilities, linking it up with the 
;World’s umarkets. For years the 
grain of the Peavine has held n high 
place as reganis quality, and the 
crops thave been abundant, even in 
years when other parts ot tm prov- 
ince have failed. In 1919, after tho 
summer frost of 1918, the member 
for Stettler stated that the hulk of 
seed oats seved in this constituency 
came from the Gangudo district, 
Sangudo at that time veing the out- 
let for the peavine country. The dis- 


tract Known under that name com- 
prises the eettlements of Roydale, 
Hathersage, Roohfort, Balm Pad- 


stow and Peavine. These diatricts 
now centre and find an outlet in the 
town of Rochfort, which has grown 
rapidly within the past year into a 


thriving and progressive community, | 


Further west are the settlements 

of LitMe Paddle, Greencourt Connor 
Creek, Lon'ra and Whitecourt, All 
these districts etve thelr quota to the 
business tapped by the CUN.R. and 
only wait the magic touch of trans- 
portation to deliver their products in 
Umber, grain and livestock to a wait- 
market. 
‘This has been, and stil! is the one 
drawback of this promising country, 
Promised railroad devalopment be- 
fore the war, and seeing the grade 
actuacdy constructed to Whitecourt, 
settlers cume in only to be disappoint- 
et by long years of wa'ting. Even 
yet the Mne beyond Robinson's Cross- 
ing is under the control of the con- 
struction company and there is a 
charge of fifteen dollars to bring a 
car from there to Rochfort, a dis- 
tance of four miles, There are ru- 
mons of payments to railway servants 
in addition that bring the cost up to 
th rty-five dollars for moving a box 
car four miles, A country cannot Be 
bullt up with such charges draining 
its Nfe-blood. There is no rea} rea- 
son Why the line, at least as dar as 
Rochfort cannot be put into operation 
by the C.N.R. From now until ‘April 
the from ersures an ideal roadbed, 
ant there is ample ¢ime to hallast 
the track before the spring thaw. 

Grain was taken out from Rochfort 
by ruil in the fal of 1919, and there- 
fore the failure to provide regular 
service at thie date is evidence either 
of rank incompetence or worse still,

Born in Orkney Islands 

The late Joun Walter was born at 
Senness, Orkney Islands, on August 
12th 1849. He enlisted in the Service 
of the Hudson's Bay Company,’ and 
sailed from Stromness, in the Heb- 
rides to York Factory on Hudson 
Bay in 1870, He came by way of Nor- 
way Houge on Lake Winnipeg, and the 
Saskatchewan river to Hdmonion, The 
mode of travel from York Factory 
was by York boat, except that the 
latter part of the trip waa made after 
the river had frozen, and therefore 
travelling was by dog train. 

The York boat had a cargo capacity 
of five tons, It had a keel and was 
sharp at both ends, It could carry 
sail) when clrcumstances were favor- 
able. Under other conditions it was 
rowed, or sometimes “tracked,” that 
la towed up stream by men walking 
along the shore. 

It wae by means of York boats that 
the Hudson's Bay Company had car- 
ried on their trading enterprises 
throughout the Great West for nearly 
a century. Mr, Walter's trade was 
that of boatbuilder, and Edmonton 
was the point at which a large pro- 
portion of the York boats were built, 
But the late 60's and early 70's sav 
the change in means of transporte 
tion throughout the Red River and 
Saskatchewan districts of the Great 
West, from York boats following the 
water ways to carts and wagons 
across the plains. Then came eteam- 
ers on the rivers, and In the 80's rail:

JOHN WALTER DEAD 


With Hudson's Bay Ten Years 

He remained in the Hudson's Bay 
Co.’e service for ten years. When he 
left he established himself on the 
river flat on the south side opposite 
(the Hudson'a Bay fort, now knowa 
as ‘Walierdale,"’ where he continued 
to reside until hie death, He establish- 
ed the first cable ferry across the Sae- 
\katchewan at that point, the fore- 
runner of the present ailgh level 
bridge, which crokses at about tho 
identical point. At the same time h¢+ 
}carried on the business of boat build- 
ing both at Edmonton and Athabasca 
Landing. For a time he Nad as part 
iner in the boat building bue ness, an- 
o.her Orkney man named John _ Ir- 
vine. Mr. Walter brought from Win- 
nipeg by cart one of tue first coal 
stoves ever used in Edmonton. At 
that time there was a question as to 
| whether Edmonton coal was a ueef.! 
fuel, There ia a long step between 
the single coal stove brought in as 
a doubtful experiment, and tne tens 
of thousands of tons of coal now 
mined in the same locality. 

With the arrival of the rallway at 
the south side of the river in 1891 
oportunity expanded and Mr, Walter's 
enterprise expanded with the oppor- 
tunity. He entered the sawmill bus'- 
|neee, establisuing a mill in Walter- 
dale, For a time he was associated 
‘with Wm. Humberstone of the Hum: 
berstone coal mine, in-the sawtnill, 
|He opened a coal mine on the pro- 
;perty in the rear of Walterdale. He 
| became a considerable property own: 
er in the then town of Strathcona, 
now # part of Edmonton, where he 
erected a number of dwellings and 
business ‘buildings, As the country 
expanded he increased hia lumbering 
operations and built a secohd saw: 
mill on Ross Point on the north side | 
lot the river. He bullt a eteamer to 
ply on the Saskatchewan. He took a 
large part in the oil prospecting at 
Pelican Rapids and in other construc 
tive enterprise. 

Heavily Hit by Flood 

When the collapse of the boom oc 
feurred in 1912, although he suffered 
}fnancialiy in common with thous 
jAnds of others, he waa still able to 
carry on. But the flood of 1915 took 
away a large stack of sawn lumber 
piled at the mill on Ross Point, de 
stroyed the mill itself, and caused the 
‘lons of the previous winter's cut of 
jeawloes This was a staggering bidw 
to the business at a time while the 
depression of the early years of the! 
war etiil prevailed 

In this er'sis Mr. Walter's reputa-|

Circular is Issued by Department 
of Inland Revenue Giving | 
Instructions 


Ottawa, Dec. 23—-(Canadtan Press) | 
—The governmert will not redeem 


only those entirsly unused and uncan- 
celled. This was stated in a circular 
being issued today by the department 
instructing mer- 


Merchants are instructed to make 
out @ list showing the total number of | 
uncancelled and unused stamps of | 
each denomination in their possession | 
and add up the same in money value. | 
The Ust should then be forwarded to | 
the local collector of customs who will | 
in turn forward it to the taxation of 
fices of the Domi :on government. 
When these returns are verified checks | 
will be issued to the merchants. 

Many merchants will lose through 
this system as in large stores, where, 
there were many departments and 
only one canceiling machine, and as {| 
| many several hundred dollars’ worth | 
| of luxury tax stamps were cancelled as | 
received. In other cases, though the

And 
during the three years that the com- 
petition has been put on here, the ex- 
bititlon authoriles have also found out 
many things, and have divided the ex- 
hibit into classes as found necessary 
Last year, the exhibit of purebred 
animals, was euch’ that it was deene* 

dvisable to make a separate class 
for them, the year before the dairy 
calves were separated from the beef 
and @o on. 

It is quite in the course of develop- 
ment that eventually there will bo a 
Junior Livestock Show; one put on 
entirely by the ‘teen age giria and boys 
of the farms. In fact It le not only the 
boys and girls off the farms that have 
competed in these contests. Several 
dairy calves out of the back lanes of 
the city have also been brought out. 

Looking forward to a Junior Live- 
stock Show in Edmonton, the pos- 
stbilities in such a district as northern 
Alberta are enormous. The calf clubs 
and the pig clubs are right back of 
auch an enterprise and in fact are the 
feeders. The ecvlf club tn the first

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Tax Cutting. 


The city comptroller is siarting 
to compile the estimates for the 
coming year, with a hope that he 
can cut @ half million dollars off 
the levy and pull the taxrate down 
five mills, 

There will be hope on the part 
of the taxpayers that the com- 
troller may succeed even beyond 
his expectations. If he succeeds 
only to the point of fulfilling them 
the relief will be worth while, and 
duly appreciated. A half million 
dollars under existing conditions 
means a good deal more even than 
it sounds like, and a reduction of 
one-ninth in the mill rate would 
make a difference large enough to 
be noticed in the taxbills. To 
some taxpayers it would make the 
difference between keeping homes 
and losing them, and to a large 
number it would mean money 
available for other needed pur- 
poses. To the city it would mean 
at least putting a check upon the 
process of converting taxpayers 
into non taxpayers and drying up 
the sources of future revenue. The 
curtailment policy of the comp- 
troller is in the tight. direction. 

The new council has not yet got 
round to the question of tax-cut- 
ting. That issue will not likely be 
reached in any notable way until 
the estimates: come up for consid- 
eration a month or so hence. The 
finance man of the city is cer- 
tainly giving the aldermen a good 
lead, one that.they will be expect- 
ed to follow, and improve upon if 
they can do it, If the permanent 
official can see his way to cutting 
down the expenditure by a half 
million, without any power to 
abridge civic policy in view of 
financial necessities, the council 
should be able to do as much more 
by cutting down grants, stopping 
questionable outlays, reducing 
optional expenditures, and gener- 
ally shaping the civic policy in ac- 
cord with a common sense view of 
the ability of the taxpayers and 
the needs of the public service. 

Three million dollars is a good 
round sum for a city of this size 
to take from the pockets of its 
people in any normal year. To 
attain that the expenditure would 
have to be cut.a million and a half 
below that of the past year. It 
may not be possible to reach this 
figure this year. But it is possible 
to go a long way in that direction, 
and it is precisely as necessary as 
it is possible, f 

The present coungil was elected 
to cut taxation. Not to cripple 
the essential public services, nor to 
starve the city’s servants out of 
their places, but to delete unneces- 
sary outlay in every direction and 
see that for what money is spent; 
the taxpayers get decent value. 
‘he members owe their election to| 
a popular demand for relief, ard 
to the belief that relief is possible. 
They accepted nomination and 
election on that basis, and it is to 
be supposed they will carry 
through the principle involved, 

It is time for a new deal in vivic 
affairs all around the board, and 
that is what the voters have ealled | 
for. Unbridled extravagance has 
male this the highest taxed city 
in the Dowinion, with the least to 
show for it. 
deman.led that the thing shal! 
stop, and stop forthwith. They | 
demanded it “ot in any sv vir of 
meanness but in sheer self defence.

The city council has been debat- 
ing the question of whether the 
appointment of . city representa- 
tives on the hospital and fair 
boards should be done by the 
council, or whether council should 
simply ratify the choices of pri- 
vate organizations of citizens. 
There does not, seem to be much 
room for debate if the desire to cul- 
tivate political effect is kept out. 
Council is responsible for the se- 
lections made. In fairness to 
themselves, and in justice to the 
taxpayers, the members of council 
should do the seelcting. 


Fighting for Their Pay. 

The maritime workers of Chili 
have decided that they will load 
and unload no more liquor from 
ships, and have called on the other 
Jabor organiaztions of the coun- 
try to back them in the fight 
against the whisky trade. Their 
stand is not peculiar, except in the 
direct action by which they seek 
to enforce their views, All over 
the world people who work for 
their living are coming to realize 
that ‘‘booze’’ isthe particular 
enemy of those who toil, It robs 
them alike of the money they have 
earned and of the ability to earn 
more.

It will be too late | 
when we have ®ven forced to sell our | 
wheat at the present price, or in | 
such case, if the moratorium is not 
jcontinued, I am afraid that many of

Very likely when our grain is out of 
our hands, the price will go up, and | 
the speculator will reap the benefit, 
or, prehaps, when it is too late, our 
government will decide they had 
better handle it.

I don't think it would do much good 
for our Canadian government to con- 
trol the wheat, without the United ;

}Captain Joseph Bernard, skipper of 
[the little gasoline schooner ‘Teddy 
|Bear,"” hag reached Ottawa on his 
|way to his home in Tignish, P, hb. I. 
| Captain Rernard’s ship was a tra- 
der, and his life up in the far north 
| Was his ‘choice of making a livell- 
hood. He has been located in the 
north since 1903, but only since 1909 
did he take to trading in the Cana- 
}dian Arctic, fitting out the “Teddy 
Bear" and sailing up to the icy deso- 
}lation of Vietoria Island, King Wil- 
‘liam jand and Coronation Gult, 
now in Ottawa renewing acquaint: 
ances with members of the Canadian 
Arctic expedition, which set sa{l in 
1918. 

His liltle ship wintered in Corona- 
jtion Gulf in 1916, the first time any 
iship wintered there since Captain Col- 
linson, Roya! Navy, did so in the 
; Winter of 1852-3. Collinson was look- 
ing for survivors og the Franklin ex- 
pedition, which in 1847 set out to dis- 
cover the Northwest passage, 
| The tragic end of the expedition is 
jhistory, The men—one hundred and 
five in aN—abandoned the ship, de- 
serted their captain, and attempted 
to reach ciVilization by way of the 
mainland to the gouth. Not till 23 
years later was the sory unfolded, 
and that was through the trail of 
skeleton, along the route the men 
took. Captain Bernard heard talk of 
Franklin even last year. The natives 
—~Eskimos—still have the story hand- 
ed down to them.’ He also brings 


back a relic of the Franklin expedi- 
tion, It ‘es the brass label from a 
potato tin. It bears English letters, 


and Qaptain Bernard is quite certain 


that it is a relic of the Franklin 
ship, Other pleces of brass were 
brought back, rescued irom natives 


|who were making bullets from thein.
